In response to the restriction requirement set forth in the Office Action mailed 
October 15, 2008, Applicants hereby provisionally elect Group I, Claims 1-9, for 
examination, with traverse. 

Applicant traverse, because the inventions designated by the Office as Groups I and II 
relate to a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. Specifically, under PCT 
Rule 13.2, Groups I and II share the same or corresponding special technical feature. The 
common technical feature between Groups I and II is the claimed process of claims 1-9. In 
asserting lack of unity of invention, the Office cited U.S. Patent No. 6,027,747. This patent, 
however, fails to disclose the process of claims 1-9. Thus, the Office's basis for asserting 
lack of unity of invention is flawed, and the Restriction Requirement should be withdrawn. 
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Applicants reserve the right to file a divisional appHcation to pursue the non-elected
